An Honor Unit Award awaits each 
Unit which re-charters in 1960 one or 
more boys than were re-chartered in 
1959. It is a blue felt banner which will en- 
hance your Unit meeting place. 

President Kisenhower Streamer 

A second award that can be earned by 
Units is the President Eisenhower 
Streamer Unit Award which is given 
when 50% of the boys in the Unit have 
earned the Fiftieth Anniversary Achieve- 
ment Award. A beautiful, red, white and 
blue streamer with a bow at the top, this 
award will be flown proudly on the Unit 
flag poles of the best Units in the Chicago 
Council. 
Scouters’ Uniform Belt 

An official leader’s uniform belt made 
of tough full-grain steerhide with an in- 
terlocking, nonslip metal buckle with a 
gleaming oxidized copper finish bearing 
the Scout emblem and motto awaits Unit 
leaders and Commissioners who qualify 
as follows: Unit leaders whose end of 
the year registration totals five or more 
boys than were ‘istered at the end of 
1959, and Commissioners whose assigned 
Units have at least a 10% membership 
increase at the end of the year over their 
membership at the end of 1959. 

Not only are these awards fine incen- 
tives, but the nicest thing of all is that 
more boys will become a part of this great 
Scout movement as a result of this Round- 
up.

Yorkville Camp Will 
Include Canoe Base 


This is the first in a series of articles 
which explain some of the Camp Develop- 
ment Plans which will become reality 
upon the successful completion of the cur- 
rent Camp Caytal Campaign. 

An analysis of the camping needs of 
the Chicago Council will show immedi- 
ately that near-in camping facilities are 
woefully inadequate for the number of 
Scouts and Explorers who want to use 
them and for the Cubs who would like to 
pienic and hold outdoor Pack meetings at 
them. 

Facing this problem, members of the 
Camp Development Committee searched 
every piece of available land within a 
couple hours driving time of Chicago to 
expand the camping facilities. The search 
resulted in the purchase of 426 wooded 
acres at Yorkville in Kendall County with 
two streams and a mile of frontage on the 
Fox River. The future camp is located 
west of Chicago one hour from the Loop. 
It can be reached either by the toll road 
or by the C.B. & Q. railroad. 


Camping is Fun 


Yorkville will serve three purposes. 
First, it will provide additional and much 
needed overnight and weekend camping 
facilities, thus enabling more boys to en- 
joy the experience of camping. Just as 
important, it will permit younger, in- 
experienced campers to acquire skills and 
knowledge in the field that will provide a 
solid basis for more rigorous, long term 
camping at Owasippe Reservation. 

Initia] plans call for the establishment 
of 25 weekend and overnight campsites 
at Yorkville. The facilities will also in- 
clude three camporee fieds, 


Cub Scout Pienie Area 

A special area will be set aside for Cub 
Packs to enjoy picnics and observe the 
type of program they can anticipate when 
they join their older brothers as Scouts. 

Canoe Base 

To add to the program enrichment of 
the camp a Canoe Base will be built on 
the Fox River with miles of adventure- 
some waterways beckoning to nautically 
inclined Scouts. A swimming pool is 
another feature of the camp. 

Rifle and Mo-Skeet ranges are included 
in the plans as well as a field sports area. 


It’s up to ALL of us

of the plans are well thought out dreams, 
dreams that can become reality with your 
generous contributions to the Camp Capi- 
tal Campaign and your hard work to in- 
sure that everyone in the Chicago Council 
will be given the opportunity to build 
this great physical plant for moulding 
today’s Scouts into tomorrow’s citizens.

ton College. While there 
he coached football, 
track and gym and 
taught mathematic 
and science for 6 years. 
Summers were spent 
directing Boy Scout 
camps for Evanston 
and Hammond, Indi- 
ana, Scouts. 

Joined Chicago Council in 1938 

The lure of Scouting was too great for 
Jack, so in 1938, he again joined the pro- 
fessional service in Chicago and has been 
here ever since. He has served at various 
times in the positions of District Execu- 
tive, Director of Camping, Director of 
Finance and Asst. Director of Field Ser- 
vice. 

Jack was born and raised in Williams- 
port, Pennsylvania. 

He graduated from Wheaton College 
and served as a lieutenant in the Field 
artillery in World War I. Upon his re- 
turn from service he organized and was 
the first commander of the first Ameri- 
can Legion Post in Wheaton. An active 
member of his church, Jack serves on the 
board of trustees of the Gary Memorial 
Methodist Church in Wheaton, where he 
lives with Mrs. Conley at 311 W. Park 
Avenue. 

Will Continue Scouting 

What does a man do after 39 active 
years in Scouting when he reaches the 
age of retirement? “Well,” says Jack, 
with a twinkle in his eye, “I’m being 
nominated to become Institutional Rep- 
resentative of my church.” So Jack Conley 
will continue to serve Scouting.
